YANGTZE IS LIFE 
ARTERY OF CHINA 


Only Riv er Outside Amer­ 
ica Gua rded by U. S. 


Washington.—The only river outside 
American territory on which United 
States gunboats are constantly on 
guard ; the busiest river waterway in 
the world; 
and 
the stream whose 
basin holds a greater population than 
any other. 
Such, according to a bulletin from 
the Washington (D. C.) headquarters 
of the National Geographic society, 
is the Yangtze river of China, where, 
because of looting expeditions by Chi­ 
nese 
factional 
troops, 
the 
l nited 
States naval authorities have warned 
American ships to curtail sailings on 
part of the stream, 
“The Yangtze Kiang cannot quite 
claim to be either the greatest or the 
longest river in the world,” says the 
bulletin. 
“Its length is about a.000 
miles and it is therefore exceeded by 
the MIssissippi-Missouri, the Amazou, 
the Nile and one or two others. 
In 
volume it probably ranks third: after 
the Amazon and the Congo. 
But the 
Yangtze can lay claim to a much more 
important factor than mere bigness 
or length. 
With its tributary rivers, 
lakes and canals, it constitutes the 
inland water system most used by 
man as a carrier of his commerce. 
“The Yangtze rises in central Tibet j 
nt an altitude of 15,000 feet or more j 
among the tangled mass of mountains 
and plateaus that also give birth to j 
three other huge Asiatic streams: the j 
Yellow, the Mekong and the Salween. 
In its journey to the sea it cuts j 
through 
several 
distinct 
mountain , 
ranges, forming some of the deepest 
river gorges in the world. 
At one 
lioint in Yunnan, the gorge of the riv* i 
er is 13,000 feet deep. 
In 19 23 and 
1924 these far western gorges of the 
Yangtze were explored and for the 
first time photographed by an expe­ 
dition of the National Geographic so- j 
ciety, headed by Joseph F. Hock. 
No t Yangtze 
to Chinese. 
“As a whole, the river is known as 
the 
Yangtze 
only 
to 
the 
western 
world. 
Lt has perhaps a dozen names 
to the Chinese *t different points along 
its course. 
Only the two or three 
-hundred miles nearest the ocean go 
by the name ‘Yangtze Kiang’ to the 
natives. 
The 
most 
popular 
nann-s 
farther up are the Chinese equiva­ 
lents of 'The Long Kiver’ and ‘The 
Great River.’ 
“The Yangtze is a west-east river 
tlowiug In the lower temperate zone. 
Placed in the same latitude in Amer­ 
ica, the stream would rise in south­ 
western 
Arizona 
not far north of 
Yuma. 
It 
would cross into 
Texas 
Just east of El Paso and zigzag south 
eastward 
to 
Monterey, 
Mexico, 
its 
southernmost 
point. 
Turning north­ 
eastward it would then parallel the 
Gulf coast, a few miles inland, pass­ 
ing near Houston, New Orleans, and 
Pensacola, to flow into the ocean at 
Savannah. 
To duplicate actual con­ 
ditions this Imaginary American Yang­ 
tze should, of course, have a solid 
block of rich territory to the south 
where the Gulf of Mexico lies. 
“On this relocated river, ocean-go­ 
ing ships would sail <>40 miles to New 
Orleans, lho relative position of Han­ 
kow. China’s greatest distributing cen­ 
ter. 
Smaller 
river 
steamers 
would 
ascend more than 300 miles farther to 
Houston, 
the 
relative 
position 
of 
Chungking, head of steam navigation, 
passing on route through the famous 
mid-Yangtze gorges. 
Junks would as­ 
cend as far as the Texas-Mexican bor­ 
der and beyond. 
“The Yangtze Is the life artery of 
i ’hina. 
It drains an area of 7 7 0,000 
square miles, equal to one-quarter the 
total area of the United States; and 
in this basin live, approximately 17 b.- 
000,000 people—once and a half the 
population of our 48 states. 


Natural Commercial Advantages 
“At no other place iu the world are 
ihree all-important economic factors 
making for trade so hnppii.N assoei 
ate d : a broad, deep natural waterway 
for ships and a teeming, civilized pop 
ulatlon living on 
fertile, cultivated 
s<*il. The Yangtze, from 30 to 40 mile 
wide at its mouth, is a broad open 
door to the sea inviting the ships of the 
world to enter. 
And enter the\ d o .’ 
Trans-shipping is unnecessary for 040 
index, oce^n-going steamers ascending 
easily that distance to Hankow. But 
broad as the Yangtze is, it is crowded 
with traffic. 
The 
traveler finds no

er« , ba rg es. Junks and sampans. 
And 
frequently he encounters *» ne of the 
huge rafts of logs on tach of which the 
crew and their families have built a 
Ht tie village. 
< Mi these floating is­ 
lands, pigs ami chicken« wander about, 
children play, and women hang out 
their wash and carry on other do 
mestic duties exactly as in some lit­ 
tle Chinese hamlet on dry ground. 
“When rhlna w« s forced after I he 
middle of the pasi century to open 
up interior porta to the commerce of 
1 he West, the ships of the United 
States. Great Britain, France, and oth­ 
er powers entered the Yangtze. 
Hits 
shipping was often iu danger because 
of uprisings and looted towns. 
Pile 
power« , including the United States, 
therefore stationed gunboats oil the 
Yangtze to protect 
their 
interests. 
This is Hie only place in the world 
where the United States navy main­ 
tains sudi a force on a foreign river.

Health. 


At thi; regular meeting of the 
Business and 
Professional Wo­ 
men’s Club which was held in the 
club room Tuesday eve, Dr. How­ 
ard Jones gave a very instructive 
address to that organization on 
the 
“ Relation 
of 
Foods 
to 
Health.” 
We are sub mitting a few' notes 
from the address which we think 
might b e of interest to our many 
readers: 
“We know' without b eing told 
that there is no universal stand­ 
ard for health. 
We 
know 
also 
that heredity , 
environment and 
quality and quantity of food have 
much to do with the 
degree 
of 
health. 
A comprehensive defini­ 
tion of health would b e that con­ 
dition of b ody and 
mind 
which 
enab les a given person to ob tain 
the maximum efficiency of all his 
various capacities over the long­ 
est period 
of 
y ears. 
However, 
no eut-and dried 
definition 
for 
health can b e 
given 
which will 
apply to every individual. Some 
strains of human b eings have an 
hereditary tendency to 
contract 
ty phoid, 
tub erculosis 
or 
some 
other crippling disease and if not 
killed b y the imflady, 
prospects 
for future health are destroy ed. 
By intelligent care and b y taking 
advantage 
of 
modern 
medical 
practice, persons so disposed may 
escape their heredity , and b y en­ 
vironment and proper foods at­ 
tain through their lives a high de­ 
gree of health. 
A high standard 
of health should b e the heritage 
of every child. 
Tt is our duty to 
see that our children and our chil­ 
dren’s children have less b ad in­ 
heritance than ourselves. 
The grist mill of man w'as his 
teeth b ut today the culinary art 
has advanced until we 
eat 
our 
foods 
and 
vegetab les 
mostly 
cooked rather than raw and sugar 
and salt are so ab undant that we 
flood our b lood stream with them 
to the unb alance 
of the proto­ 
plasm of our cells. 
Good 
teeth 
are essential to 
good 
digestion 
and proper food from b ab y hood 
are essential to good health. The 
so-called 
dental 
hy giene 
with 
tooth 
b rush 
and 
proprietary 
pastes will never change the pres­ 
ent condition, b ut on 
the 
con­ 
trary tends to make it worse. 
Personally , I b elieve the tooth 
b rush does more harm than good. 
Most of the articles written in 
its favor are paid advertisements. 
The tooth b rush is dangerous b e­ 
cause it is generally b adly used; 
it gives, a sense of security when 
it does not exist; it is almost im­ 
possib le 
for a child 
or 
grown 
person either 
to 
use 
a 
tooth 
b r u s h without tearing away the 
delicate edge of 
the gum 
from 
the protective 
enamel 
of 
the 
tooth, thus allowing small par­ 
ticles of food and germs to b ur­ 
row' b elow the line of 
the 
gum 
into the 
dentine 
causing 
ulti­ 
mately py orrhea and decay . 1 he 
more tooth b rushes and improp­ 
er foods, the more py orrhea and 
decay the American people will 
have. 
But in spite 
of all 
that 
can b e done in one generation all 
people’s teeth will not b e alike, 
some will b e white, harder, more 
sy mmetrical and more b eautiful 
than others. 
It is necessary for 
the preparation of 
hard 
foods 
which 
are 
essential to a proper 
diet that the teeth b e pressed re 
peatedly 
b y the action 
of 
the 
jaws well down into the sockets 
in the process of eating in order 
to increase the b lood supply for 
their own 
nutrition. 
The 
pro-, 
longed 
mastication 
of 
rough 
stuffs serves b etter this purpose! 
of scrub b ing the teeth 
than 
tin* 
b est tooth b rush and paste. 
There is an old 
say ing 
that, 
“What is one man's meat 
is an 
other man’s 
poison” 
and 
this 
seems to b e 
literally true. 
The 
most rational explanation b eing 
tlmt there is a difference in the 
efficiency o f different 
people 
in 
the stim ulatio n 
o f the 
calories 
ingested. 
The American 
housewife 
is 
greatly to b lame for the b urdens 
of her occupation b ecause she is 
continually making 
pies, cakes 
and tempting nick-nacks of all 
kinds which require 
much 
time 
and lab or and which 
are 
detri­ 
mental to health. 
I b elieve that 
one-quarter of the time now spent 
in the kitchen would if properly 
directed, produce 
more 
whole­ 
some meals and 
maintain 
much 
b etter health. 
In hunting 
foods 
to 
supply 
enough calories for the tab le the 
housewife 
should 
select 
those 


- 
y 
, which comb ine all the necessary 
elements to supply energy , make 
growth and conserve health. 
A 
b alanced ration 
is 
more 
than 
simply a proper 
proportion 
of 
the three 
classes of foods, pro­ 
tein, 
carb ohy drates 
and fats. 
Without any effort 
of 
intelli­ 
gence we ordinarily get a b alanc­ 
ed ration if we live close to the 
early principles of the pioneers 
of Ohio. The tempting foods are 
the ones tlmt help to destroy our 
teeth 
and 
consequently 
our 
health. 
The New York 
C a n c e r Hos­ 
pital feels sure that 
too 
much 
salt and too 
much 
sugar in the 
diet of Americans is one of the 
I great causes of our cancer mor­ 
tality . 
Dr. L. Duncan 
Buckley 
claims that cancer can b e 
cured 
b y a certain form of diet. 
I 
Of all the diseases which rob 
us of our efficiency and result in 
death or in crippling us for life 
there is none that approaches the 
¡common cold, and the conditions 
\vhich render us 
susceptib le 
to 
them are a direct result 
of 
im­ 
proper foods, not 
enough fresh 
air and sunshine, 
i 
The common 
headache from 
which so many people suffer is 
directly traceab le in the majority 
of eases 
to food 
or 
improper 
kind and quantity . 
Rheumatism 
is often traced directly to y ears 
of ill considered diet and certain 
forms y ield directly to a correct­ 
ed b ill of fare.

Just what unwholesome food 
and b ad environment 
means 
to

Experimental Structure in 
High Sierra a Success. 


New York.—The “ arch dam,” erect­ 
ed in a steei» canyon of the Sierra, 
near Fresno, Calif., to settle problems 
that hav e baffled engineers of all coun­ 
tries for centuries, has so far with 
stood ev ery test, It Is announced in 
New York by the Engineering Founda 
rlon, a committee of which Is direct 
ing the project. 
For 
many 
months 
the 
engineers 
hav e been building and testing this 
dam to a height of GO feet and at a 
cost of $110,000, contributed by more 
than fifty firms of bankers, manufac­ 
turers. 
engineers 
and 
pow'er 
com­ 
panies. 
It is the purpose of the engineers 
i to test the dam to destruction in the 
i interest of science, but the structure’s 
stamina in resisting (he onslaughts of 
I water that has been impounded will 
force them to build higher. 
The end 
may not come and with It an answer 
to their questions, until the dam has 
been built up to 100 feet at au addi­ 
tional outlay of $30,000. 


Much Work Still Ahea d. 
Many tests hav e been made, but 
they are still incomplete, according to 
the foundation’s announcement, which 
said that months of work 
are still 
ahead. 
Thousands of records hav e 
been made, and are being studied, tab 
ulated and graphed by the 
testing 
staff. 
The dam, constructed of concrete, 
did not break at GO feet, ev en when 
the reserv oir hack of it was tilled so 
that wafer flowed ov er the top of the 
dam. 
The credneers will gradually in 
crease the height of the dam until it 
finally giv es way under the increas­ 
ing pressure. 
It is planned first to ex 
tend the height of the dam ten feet, 
and then twenty, thirty or forty fe» -t 
if necessary. 
“ While this is a unique example of 
the romantic side of engineering, it is. j 
nev ertheless, 
a 
straightforward 
en­ 
deav or to solv e an ev eryday problem 
affecting engineers, bankers and the 
public,” Director Alfred D. Flinr* of 
the Engineering Foundation, 29 West 
Thirty-ninth street, said. 
“ The inv estigation is attacking iro 
portant questions of engineering re­ 
search in the application of scientific 
knowledge. 
“ A correct answer will tend to sa fe­ 
ty of liv es, of milliong of dollars in 
property and may make possible the 
construction of less costly da ins for 
l» ower dev elopment, Irrigation of lands 
now useless, water supply of cities 
and towns and flood prev ention. 
“ A 
less 
expensiv e 
type 
of 
dam 
than has heretofore been preferred by 
many engineers and gov ernmental au­ 
thorities, would make possible1 some 
of the projects for water power and 
irrigation which are not now.commeri 
cialiy feasible because of the handi­ 
cap of expense. 
“ Successful financing and dev elop­ 
ment of projects of this kind will add 
to the wealth of states, communities, 
ami, in fact, the whole nation, as weil 
as prov ide power, food and water fur 
a larger population, and Increase the 
basis of taxation, for the support of 
gov ern meal. 
Built to Height of Sixty Feet 


Early 
in ■«‘April, 
after months of 
work, excav ation in the granite sides 
and bottom of the gorge for the foun­ 
dation of the darn across Stev enson 
creek was completed, April 19 the first 
concrete was placed In the wooden 
forms, and on J une 4 the lust concrete 
had been laid to build the duui to a 
height of GO feet. 
The reserv oir buck of the dam cun 
be till *<1 not only from the water of 
the creek, which at times almost dries 
up, but from one of the great water 
supply tunnels of the hydroelectric 
plants of the Southern California Edi­ 
son company, which pierces tin* moun­ 
tain just abov e this reserv oir. 
Consequently, the engineers are able 
o fill and empty the reserv oir back 
of the experimental dam In a short 
lime, just as one tills and empties 
u hand basin through the faucets and 
the waste pipe.

huge “ specimen" were in a labo-
